and each expressing his devire

It was stated by Mr. Fielder 
that ther«* wa> a feeling among 
the farmers in some pi.rta of the 
eonnty that they were not get­ 
ting a fair price for their prod* 
ueta in Comanche and they were 
seriously contemplating 
taking

it would be properly claused and

It was the general 
sentiment 
that the right man should be se 
cured as county demonstration 
agent, who could devote bis tirne 
to the organization of 
Corn 
Clubs, Pig Clubs, Canning Clubs, 
and such 
kindred 
associations, 
and to wors up interest 
among 
the people in the improvement 
of conditions and 
in 
making 
fanning in Comanche county 
a 
paying proposition 
through di­ 
versification and through eo op­ 
erative marketing methods, such 
as they have in many other coun­ 
ties of Texas. 
The Chief is convinced that the 
business men of Comanche 
are 
deeply in earnest in this matter 
aud that a brighter day is about 
to dawn on our county. 
While 
cotton is a valuable cash crop, it 
is not the only rnouey crop if the 
people join hands and organize 
marketing associations. 
A fall 
fair can be organized also, that 
will stimulate competition in the 
raiding of farm products, and 
that will bring our 
people 
to­ 
gether and 
create 
interest 
in 
those things that go to make a 
county truly prosperous and her 
people contented and happy. The 
farmer must be convinced that 
it is not the intention of Jjie busi­ 
ness men to “ skin him** and to 
make a profit on his labor, 
but 
rather that it is the 
desire 
of 
those doing business to see that 
the farmer reaps a just reward of 
his toil, and that his investment 
in land and in improved farm ma­ 
chinery, and in all that goes to 
make a success of his farming op­ 
erations, pay him a good divi 
dend. 
It the right co-operative 
methods are adopted in the mar­ 
keting of farm produce, every­ 
thing raised on a farm will bring 
the ready cash, and it will be on­ 
ly a question of how much and 
how many different thiugs can 
be produced. A farmer who has 
good .Jersey cows, Poland China 
or Duroc Jersey hogs, Plymouth 
flock or Rhode Island Red, Buff 
Orphington or Leghorn chickens, 
and the beat breeds of all kinds 
of stock, will “ get by’* and have 
money in the bank every year, 
provided he has a means to get 
his stuff to market where it will 
bring what it is worth. 
The Chief is heart aud soul 
with the movement 
which 
has 
been started to put Comanche 
county “ on the map" in a busi­ 
ness way. To do that the para­ 
sites must be cut out, the bauk- 
era, merchants, farmers and 
all 
others must get together and see 
that farming in this county 
is 
made to pay. It can be done,for 
no county in the state is better 
adapted to diversified farming 
ami stock raising than our own 
Comanche county. If we want to 
prosper ourselves wt* must 
see 
that others prosper. No selfish, 
close-fisted policy will be of ben­ 
efit to even those who adopt it, 
and business men that 
hold 
a 
dime sq close to their eye that 
they cannot see a dollar are not 
apt to even prosper themselves 
for any length of time; and the 
same can bo said of a town. Co- 
munehe is composed of a broad* 
minded set of business men who 
are ready to co-operate with all 
good citisens in ^ movement to 
build up the interests of the en­ 
tire citizenship of our county and 
bring prosperity and 
happiness 
•to all our people. 


Stop and think for a moment 
of the immense amount of farm 
land that has not been cultivated 
in Comanche County this 
year. 
And the increasing tendency 
to 
leave the farm will likely result 
in a greater acreage 
lying idle 
next year. 
We take it that this is the re­ 
sult of a geueral unrest 
among

The League of 
Nations is nothing more than a 
scheme framed in 
John 
Bull’s 
mind to force the American boys 
to do his fighting. 
So let us do 
as the fathers of our country ad­ 
vised us to do; let us believe as 
Thomas Jefferson, who founded 
the greatest principles that ever 
inhabited man’s breast. 
Let us 
be for life and not death; let us 
go to the polls and vote for Am­ 
erica and her institutions; let us 
be for freedom of speech 
and 
freedom of thought; yes, and let 
us be for justice for all mankind; 
let us be for the principles that 
have extended our civilization all 
along down the trying ages of the 
past; let us be men and women 
who are strong enough to with­ 
stand aU intimidation, and vote 
aa our conscience directs and be 
for America in the future.

years (idiots and lunatics ex­ 
cepted) who is a resident at the 
time 
of such 
annual 
assess­ 
ment.’* 
This law has not been 
amended so as to authorize the 
levy of a 
poll 
tax by a city 
against women, and a levy of a 
poll tax against women 
before 
such an 
amendment is 
made 
would be void. 
Therefore 
she 
cannot 
be required to pay the 
same, in fact, could not pay the 
same in such a way as to consti­ 
tute such a payment by her of a 
poll tax in a legal sense. 
This 
being true a woman cannot be 
required to pay a city poll tax as 
a pre-requisite 
to 
voting and 
since this cannot be required of 
a woman as to pre-requisite to 
voting neither can it be required 
of a man as a 
pre-requisite to 
voting. To do so would be to re­ 
quire something of a man (the 
payment of a city poll tax) that 
cannot be required of a woman, 
and 
that as a prerequisite to 
voting. 
This would be a clear 
discrimination, solely on account 
of sex 
and 
therefore 
clearly 
prohibited by the 19th Amend­ 
ment to the United States Con­ 
stitution. It follows that no one, 
neither men nor women, can be 
required to pay a eity poll tax 
as a pre-requisite to voting, and 
that any person may vote with­ 
out the payment of a city poll 
tax, if otherwise 
qualified 
to 
vote. 
This in 
no way releases 
men from the payment of a eity 
poll tax, if in fact liable there­ 
for. The tax remains due 
and 
payable by men, as a tax, just 
the same. 
It is only that he is 
not denied the right to vote be­ 
cause of his failure to have paid 
such tax. It is true that section 
f 
Act of October Skid, 
1920 states that “ any voter who 
is subject to pay his or her polk 
tax under the ordinances of any 
city or town in this state shall 
have paid said tax before he or 
she offers to vote,“ ete., bnt this 
provision can have no present ef­ 
fect for the reason that cities anff 
towns are not authorized to as­ 
sess a poll tax 
against 
women 
and they are therefore not sub­ 
ject to pay such tax.
